Ryrie, a mombor of the Legislative Council of 
Hongkong was appointed Emigration Agent, i 
a German stesmer was. chottered, ond 
in July of the sve yoar sho reached 
Kingston harbout, having on board 630 Chinasa 
immigrants, of whom 604 were adults, Ono 
of the rasilts ascartsined bis bien to prove 
that the cost of immigration from Chios ranges 
far higher than from the Hast-Indis, This, how- 
ever, has not boon regarded of such consideration 
ns the condact and charactor of the Chineaa . 
themselves, who no dooner sat foot upon Wast 
Indian soil than they commenced to give trouble, 
to the authorities. “Intraotable and demanding” 
exorbitant wagzas, which could not be complied 
with, tho result wos that, after tho arrival of tho 
firét batch, ordors alroady forwarded for tho 
engagement of other ‘Chinose immigrants 
wore countarmandad by the Governor, while 
the plantors thomselves, with. only one ex 
ovption. expressed a wish to receive ro moro. 
The refusal of the new arrivals to perform any 
work led, after tha most patient persuasion, to 
eriminal proccoditigs against some of the offend: 
ara, rosnlting in the conviction of seven, from 
ono state alous, who in default of payment of 
(he fines inflicted upan them, were handed ovor 
to tho polio to ba conveyed to jail, there to be 
dotainod for 39 days. This led to an attack 
upon the latter, by the prisoners’ countrymen, in 
which stanes. and sticks wore freaty used; the 
police were maltreated, and the man were resoned, 
bat one Chinaman was killed in the fray. By 
degrees, however, tho immicranta coommonced to 
aettle down to, work, and affctded indiestions of. 
a promise to become useful labourers. Tho Pro- 
tector of Immigrants, in -his report for 1834, 
‘describes them a3 “very intelligent and neat in 
their work,” but “verv tur>alent, qaick and vin- 
dictive in tamper.” Even amongst themselves, 
much difficulty bas basn oxporionoad in gatting 
thom to keep the prsce towards one another, bat 
this cireumstanoo may, no doubt. be traced to the 
fact that among the first batch which reached 
the {sland, were incluled represontatives of 
two different racos,* the “indwellers” and the 
strangors,” between whom, we are told, “ thora 
havo, boon more than two centuries of hatred and 
fend.” ‘Io have salocted men from seats of auch 
opposite charactors, aspenially foran experimental 
trial apponra to have bien a want of policy om 
the part of the Bmigration authorities in China;

cocupations forwhich their previous independence 
has necessitated the employment of coolies from 
the Bust Indies. It will not fora long serios of 
years be possible for Jamaica to rely entirely up- 
on hor own negro population for sufficient Isbour 
to carry on hor immense sagar industry. They 
have hacome accustomed to work only on their 
own Tands, or on linds held by them on lease, 
and being thus themselves landlords and plan- 
tars, they have scorned tho idea of labouring 
for others, In many of the most important 
eugar-growing districts in Jamaica there has, 
for the past three or four years, bean an absence 
of the aiual heavy rains, and the food crops of 
the small settlers have in part failed, at- the, aame 
timo a demand for Jamaica-grown food stuffs 
has sprang up in Colon, and there is now an éx-- 
port trade with the isthmus of Panama resnit- 
ing ina rise of prices generally in the formor 
jsland. Native grown food has become dearer, 
and cot so plentiful as hitherto, aod many por- 
sous, the Protector reports, now seok work in 
sugar estates who were bofore content. to rely 
for their support-and that_of their families in : 
the eultivation of their own small “patches,” 
and while this state of affairs continues import- 
bone will not be greatly neoded.—Indian' Daily
